GERMAN PAPERS MUZZLED. 


WATCH THEIR WORDS WHEN 
SPEAKING TO EMPEROR. 
With the Aid of Expert Attor- 
heys They Are Sometimes Un- 
able to Avoid Charge of 
Lese Majeste.

Altheugh compelled by necessity te 
watch their words very closely when 
referring to the emperor and his do- 
ings—some of the leading German pa- 
pers and periodicals submit all such 
manuscript before printing to an ex- 
pert lawyer—it yet happens very often 
that even papers of good standing get 
into thé toils on the charge of lese ma- 
jeste, and the case of Maximilian Har: 
den, , publisher and editor of Die Zu- 
kunft, which is being decided by a Ber- 
lin court just now, while more sensa- 
tional than others, is typical of press 
conditions in the Germany of to-day. 
Harden, it is true, was a bit more out- 
spoken than others in comments on 
Some of the emperor’s queer perform- 
ances, but then he is a political adher: 
ent of the conservative party, a loyal 
monarchist, and it was no less a ‘per: 
sonage than the late Prof. von Treit- 
schke, the historian, who said that 
“nowadays even the extremist loyalist 
is guilty of lese majeste at least once 
every month.” 

But another feature of this lese ma- 
jeste business, pointed out by the Ber- 
lin correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post, is even more despicable 
than the increasing prosecutions of the 
papers and periodicals—viz., the espi- 
onage encouraged by the practice of 
the reactionary courts in Germany 
which are in the habit of convicting 
persons charge with lese majeste on the 
unsupported evidence of a single wit- 
hess, even when such witness bears a 
notoriously bad reputation, and where 
the motive is shown to be revenge for 
real or imagined grievances. This 
practice is tantamount to an invasion 
of the family, and spiteful relatives, 
former friends, or divorced husbands 
and wives can not find a surer and 
easier Way of venting spite than by 
sending in anonymous denunciations 
for lese majeste, for on them every 
state’s atorney in Germany today is 
bound to proceed against the person in- 
formed upon. In the reichstag, where 
this horrible state of things was dis- 
cussed last winter very thoroughly, the 
spokesmen of the government admit- 
ted that there was something morally 
rotten about it all, but the minister of 
justice, Schoenstedi,.. added that no- 
body. fel sorricr for it than the em- 
peror himself. To which Bebel, the so- 
cialist leader, made the cutting reply 
that it was very strange that the em- 
peror had never pardoned a single of- 
fender against the lese majeste para- 
graph, not by so much as an hour, while 
he had notoriously pardoned such men 
as Bruesewitz, and police officials wha 
had atrociously maltreated their pris 
oners.

Harden, it is true, was a bit more out: 
spoken than others in comments on 
some of the emperor’s queer perform- 
ances, but then he is a political adher: 
ent of the conservative party, a loyal 
monarchist, and it was no less a ‘per- 
sonage than the late Prof. von Treit- 
schke, the historian, who said that 
“nowadays even the extremist loyalist 
is guilty of lese majeste at e once 
every month.” 

But another feature of this lese ma- 
jeste business, pointed out by the Ber- 
lin correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post, is even more despicable 
than the increasing prosecutions of the 
papers and periodicals—viz., the espi- 
onage encouraged by the practice of 
the reactionary courts in Germany 
which are in the habit of convicting 
persons charge with lese majeste on the 
unsupported evidence of a single wit- 
ness, even when such witness bears a 
notoriously bad reputation, and where 
the motive is shown to be revenge for 
real or imagined grievances. This 
practice is tantamount to an invasion 
of the family, and spiteful relatives, 
former friends, or divorced husbands 
and wives can not find a surer and 
easier Way of venting spite than by 
sending in anonymous denunciations 
for lese majeste, for on them every 
state’s atorney in Germany today is 
bound to proceed against the person in- 
formed upon. In the reichstag, where 
this horrible state of things was dis- 
cussed last winter very thoroughly, the 
spokesmen of the government admit- 
ted that there was something morally 
rotten about it all, but the minister of 
justice, Schoenstedi.. added that no- 
body. fels sorricr for it than the em- 
peror himself. To whieh Bebel, the so- 
cialist leader, made the cutting reply 
that it was very strange that the em- 
peror had never pardoned a single of- 
fender against the lese majeste para- 
graph, not by so much as an hour, while 
he had notoriously pardoned such men 
as Bruesewitz, and police officials whe 
had atrociously maltreated their pris- 
oners.

Submarine Are Lamp. 

A new submarine are lamp prom- 
ises to be of great value in diving and 
wrecking operations. It is said that 
the idea of such a lamp was suggest- 
ed by the necessity for exact informa- 
tion which could not be supplied when 
the blowing up of the Maine in Ha- 
vana hatbor was being investigated. 
Up to that time no sufficient light was 
available even for the efficient work- 
ing of the divers, much less for the 
taking of photographs, and photo- 
graphs of the ship as she lay at the 
bottom of the. harbor would have been 
invaluable to the investigating board. 
Even the divers declared they could 
distinguish very little on aceount of 
the foulness of the water and general 
confusion of the debris, and the haz- 
ardousness of basing any part of a de- 
cision upon the sense of touchalone was 
recognized. The new lamp is of very 
high candle power, lighting up a large 
area, and enabling divers and other 
marine investigators to carry on their 
work with facility. It will burn for 
150 hours on one set of carbons. It 
weighs, when submerged, a trifle more 
than its own bulk of water, and can 


‘remain suspended at any fixed point 


or carried about at will by the diver. 
By moving a handle the diver can 
spread the light equally on all sides or 
concentrate it in any particular direc- 


tion. Among the uses to which the 


lamp is intended to be applied are the 
examining and cleaning of the bottoms 
of merchant and battleships, attaching 
hoisting chains to guns and other mov- 
able parts on sunken vessels, placing 
and recovering submarine mines, con- 
structing bridge piers and cofferdam 5

The very first row of the convention. 


occurred on the report of the committee 
on credentials. Chairman Wheeler re- 
ported that there were 219 delegates en- 
titled to seats in the convention, the 
delegation from Northfield being re- 
jected on account of no caucus being 
held. .A. J. Sawyer said it was hardly 
fair to disfranchise any precinct that 
comes knocking at the door of the con- 
vention, and said that he remembered 
times baick when delegations from Sa- 
lem (Wheelers home) had come and 
been admitted without having held any 
caucus.

Emery Leland, of 
Northfield, was present and admitted 
that two men came in respcrse to the 
caucus call and agreed upon the lst of 
seven delegates..<A. J. Sawyer closed 
the debate and picked the credentials 
of several -pricincts to pieces.

lem (Wheeler’s home) had come and 
been admitted without having held any 
caucus.

Campbell 
and J. C. Knowlton spoke in favor of 
admitting the delegates from Northfield. 
The latter wanted to . know if Rep. 
Wheeler would be as solicitious if the 
delegation was in favor of the other 
clique, as it takes two factions whea 
there is one clique. Emery Leland, of 
Northfield, was present and admitted 
that two men came in respcrse to the 
caucus call and agreed upon the lust of 
seven delegates, <A. J. Sawyer closed 
the debate and picked the credentials 


of several -pricincts to pieces. He said 
there was not a properly made cut 


‘credentials’ in ithe conventicn—that is 
made out acocrding to law. He read as 
especial examples the badly made out 
credentials of Lyndon, the Sixth ward 
of Ann Arbor—which he called the 
“God and Morality’? ward—and of Sa- 
lem, Mr. Wheeler’s ward. 

A vote was then taken on Mr. Saw- 
yers amendment ‘bya viva voce vote, 
and the “‘ayés” outshouted the’ Judson 
men. The chair was just about to de- 
clare it carried when Mr. Wheeler 
called for a division. There was a great 
deal of confusion: and. finally a secret

It was ‘the first real“test’?vote*of the

was greeted by cheering _ from

The second ‘scrap of the ‘convention 
was on the report of the committee on 
order of business. Both a majority and 
a minority report “was presented, the 
Judsonites controlling the committee by 
3 to 2. The Deanites wanted the dele- 
gation to the state convention selected 
from the entire convention by the con- 
vention. The Judsonites asked that the 
convention separate into representative 
districts and each district select nine 
delegates to the state convention. This 
was a complete acknowledgment of the 
Deanites that Hon. William’ McKinley 
Judson could go to the state convention 
if he wanted to, as it was a lead pipe 
cinch 'that the Rough Riders were in a 
big majority in the second—the Ann 
Arbor—district. 

On the discussion, Mr. Sawyer took a 
prominent part and took occasion to 
eulogize Col. Dean and his efforts for 
the University. He launched into a 
long-winded speech, conveying the idea 
that by defeating Col. Dean the Uni- 
versity would be removed to Detroit. 

He took occasion to jump on Rep. 
Wheeler, saying that#:ow was the time 
he ought to be fighting for the Univer- 
sity. He was interrupted by Rep. 
Wheeler, Mr. Freeman and Mr. Jud- 
son. Pointing to Mr. Judson, Mr. Saw-

FROM CUBA, 


David Brooks, a High School Lad, 
Writes From the 31st. 

The following letter ‘was received yes- 
terday by Mrs. Henry Brooks from her 
son David, a high school lad with Co. G: 

“We have made one more move, and 
I thought that I would write you and 
let you know where I am. We got off 
the boat last Thursday and pitched our 
pup tents in a vacant lot on the shore 
of the harbor. It is the queerest place 
I ever saw in my life. The houses are 
all of one story, with porches in front 
supported “by pillars. They build a 
whole iblock into one large flat with a 
large open garden in the center, which 
is generaliy planted to flowers. They 
have no glass ‘windows in the houses, 
“simply iron bars across them. 

“The young children wear nọ clothes 
at all but run around the streets with- 
out a rag of any description upon them, 
and some of the large on2s have but 
very little. The people vary the most 
in color of any I ever heard of. There 
are some whiter than I ever saw in the 
United States, and they run down from 
that to the blackest I ever saw. The 
children are all very intelligent looking, 
and I believe they would be very smart 
if they had had any chance for school- 
ing.. I don’t believe there is a free 
school in the island. I went to their 
cemetery and saw one of the must aw- 
ful. sights I ever witnessed in my life. 
When a person is, buried there ~ his 


friends must pay a rent of 30 cents a 


year, and if this rent is alloxwed to get 
in arrears the body is tak2n up and 
thrown on the pile of bones for the buz- 
Zards to eat. There is a large pile of 
bones there as a result of this practice. 
That is one of the reasons why the Cu- 
‘bans rebelled, and I don’t blame them 
for doing so. 
barbarism.”’ 
“Yesterday was Sunday, so of course 
we moved—we nearly always move on 
Sunday. We found our things once 
more, and about the middle of the after- 
noon we marched to the depot and 
boarded the ‘train. We travelled in box 
cars with board seats nailed into them. 
There are such fine sprin'gs on box cars 
too! When we stopped at the station I 
saw Everett Wiard looking under the 
car at the wheels, and when I asked 
him what the matter was he said he 
was looking for that square wheel. He 
said he knew there ‘was one there, for 


he could feel it every time it went 
around. 
Our trip across tthe island was 


through a wilderness of royal palms, 
with occasionally a ‘clear spot with a 
Cuban hut in the center of it. We saw 
tobacco, oranges, sugar cane, cocoanuts 
and other products growing in their 
naturai state. In the various towns 
along the way we saw some very queer 
Sights. In one place a ‘procession came 
down to meet the train. It was headed 
by what looked 'to be the mayor or gov- 
ernor and his wife. They were dressed 
in rather flashy colors and carried a 
Cuban fiag over their shoulders. They 
had also a band, ‘consisting of a drum 
and a queer native instrument, The 
drums are clumsy affairs, like a iarge 
tile with something stretched over ‘the 
end of it, which they pounded with 
their fists.

FROM CUBA, 


David Brooks, a High School Lad, 
Writes From the 31st. 

The following letter ‘was received yes- 
terday by Mrs. Henry Brooks from. her 
son David, a high school lad with Co. G: 

“We have made one more move, and 
I thought that I would write you and 
let you know where I am. We got off 
the boat last Thursday and pitched our 
pup tents in a vacant lot on the shore 
of the harbor. It is the queerest place 
I ever saw in my life. The houses are 
all of one story, with porches in front 
supported “by pillars.. They build a 
whole block into one large flat with a 
large open garden in the center, which 
is generally planted to flowers. They 
have no glass windows in the houses, 
“simply iron bars across them. 

“The young children wear no clothes 
at all but run around the streets with- 
out a rag of any ‘description upon them, 
and some of the large on2s have but 
very little. The people vary the most 
in color of any I ever heard of. There 
are some whiter than I ever saw in the 
United States, and they run down from 
that to the blackest I ever saw. The 
children are all very intelligent looking, 
and I believe they would be very smart 
if they had had any chance for school- 
ing.. I don’t believe there is a free 
school in the island. I went to their 
cemetery and saw one of the rast aw- 
ful sights I ever witnessed in my life. 
When a person is buried there his 
friends must pay a rent of 30 cents a 
year, and if this rent is allowed to get 
in arrears the body is taken. up and 
thrown on the pile of bones for the buz- 
zards to eat. There is a large. pile of 
bones there as a result of this practice. 
That is one of the reasons why the Cu-

“Yesterday was Sunday, so of course 
we moved—-we nearly always move on 
Sunday. We found our things once 
more, and about the middle of the after- 
noon we marched to the depot and 
boarded the train. We travelled in box 
cars with board seats nailed into them. 
There are such fine springs on box cars 
too! When we stopped at the station I 
saw Everett Wiard looking under the 
car at the wheels, and when I asked 
him what the matter was he’said he 
was looking for that square wheel. He 
said he knew there ‘was one there, for 


he could feel it every time it went 
around. 
Our trip across tthe island was 


through a wilderness of royal palms, 
with occasionally a ‘clear spot with a 
Cuban hut in the center of it. We saw 
tobacco, oranges, sugar cane, cocoanuts 
and other products growing in their 
naturai state. In the various towns 
along the way we saw some very queer 
sights. In one place a procession came 
down to meet the train. It was headed 
by what looked 'to be the mayor or gov- 
ernor and his wife. They were dressed 
in rather flashy colors and carried a 
Cuban flag over their shoulders. They 
had also a band, ‘consisting of a drum 
and a queer native instrument, The 
drums are clumsy affairs, like a large 
tile with something stretched over ‘the 
end of it, which they ‘pounded with 
their fists. It was so large that it took 
two men to carry it. 

“The other ‘instrument was a large 
gourd filled with ‘beans. ‘This queer- 
looking mob cheerea us in their queer 
way, and one old fellow shouted and 
danced. until I thought that he was cer- 
tainly going crazy. 

“I don’t wonder that the Spaniards 
had such a hard time subduing the Cu- 
bans. The whole country is grown up. 
to high grass, and such stuff ‘that they 
could sneak around unobserved and 
wherever there is any settlement at all 
they have block houses at intervals 
around the ‘town or settlement. These 
are about 12 feet square and built some- 
times of logs and sometimes of masonry. 
They are two stories high with rifle 
holes in the sides and a little cupalo on 
top where they can look out and see 
the surrounding country. We arrived 


here about the middle of the afternoon 
and found our tents all put up. They 
are large tents and of a tan color, but 
on account of losing some on the way 
over we have to sleep ten or twelve in a 
tent.

MORE ON THE COMMISSION. 


The sentiment still continues favor- 
able to the transference of the street 
‘work from the hands of the aldermen 
to a commission, to be created for that 
purpose, The same arguments are ad- 
vanced, viz, that a permanent ‘board 
will be able to accomplish more than 
the annually changing force of alder- 
men; that the move will go far towards 
purging the street work of the taint of 
politics inevitable to a certain degree 
with the present system. Says Austin 
George, superintendent of public 
schools: “I heartily favor making the 
proposed changes. It brin'gs about a 
continuity of purpose and idea impos- 
sible under the present system. An ar- 
rangement which looks toward putting 
matters on a more permanent and busi- 
ness-like basis, as does thiis' creation of 
a street commission, cannot help but 
result favorably,” 

H. D. Wells—‘“‘The creation of a reg- 
ular commission to look after the streets 
of the city would, I am positive, prove 
asgreat success, There wouldn’t be the 
annual change of policy and method in 
regard to the ‘work which’ now takes 
place, and then, the members of the 
commission having no other city work 
to take their time, the streets would re- 
ceive more personal attention.. Also, it 
would prove beneficial in that a closer 
supervision ‘could be kept over the of- 
ficer whom we now call-‘street commis- 
Sioner,’ Do you think there would be 
as much hesitancy about discharging an 
incompetent man from that position as 
has been the case while the council has 
had the say? Look at the ‘board of 
public works! Do they keep an incom- 
petent man or discharge a good one 
because the balance of local political 
power has been changed at an election? 
Examine their records and see how 
much,they have done for this city. This 
street: commission would be of the same 
nature as the public works board, and 
would fit into the system of city govern- 
ment as easily as does that.” 

Says F. P. Bogardus—‘I have given 
no special attention to the subject, and 
so hardly feel cdhfident to express an 
opinion in regard to it. Such a move 
would certainly do away with this eter- 
nai undoing of another’s work which 
we now see. The trouble with too 
many commissions and boards is that 
they are liable to prove unwieldly. I 
don’t know, though, as there would be 
any danger of that’s proving the case 
heres.
